Oñ Sunday , after viewing Smithton from the Lookout, he Spring 
Mounds, which were mentioned by Dr. Murray at the May meeting, 
were pointed out to us. Then we explored part of the Blackwood 
Forest of Dismal Swamp. Lunch at Greens Point Warrawah, with’ 


distant views of ut, Cameron West, was Followed, by a visit to- 
the windswept middéns ‘of West ‘Polat. Here our escorts had to 
leave us whilst we continued as far as the mouth of he Arthur 
River. On our return that evening we called. briefly on’ the 
Burnie Ficld Naturalists who were camped at Marrawah.
